Lee honored for service

Rex E. Lee’s first day as BYU 
president was capped when he re- 
ceived an award Saturday at the 
Freedom Awards Gala held in the 
ELWC Ballroom. 

Lee was recognized for his service 
to the nation in defending the free- 
doms in the Constitution. Lee is one 
of the few men to argue more than 50 
cases before the Supreme Court. 

President Ezra Taft Benson and 
the fourth man to walk on the moon, 
Captain Alan Bean, were also Free- 
dom Award recipients. 

“T think it is particularly appropri- 
ate during this year ... that in other 
places in this country where other 
people are burning the flag under the 
alleged banner of the United States 
Constitution, we here in this place are 





honoring the flag and the banner,” said 


Lee. 

He said he was proud to be a citizen 
of this valley where the Fourth of July 
celebration is a tradition. 

Lee said Independence Day is the 
result of many events that occurred 


after 1776, which led to the signing of 


the Constitution in 1787. 
Our Constitution was the first 
ever, said Lee. Other countries wrote 


documents similar to the Bill of 
Rights, but none were as detailed and 
organized as the Constitution. 

Lee said the Constitution hit Eu- 
rope like a bombshell. “It was as- 
tounding that a young, upstart coun- 
try . . . would try such a thing.” The’ 
fact that it succeeded seemed to indi- 
cate there was a greater power be- 
‘hind it than man’s intelligence, he 
said. : 

Lee said the Constitution gives us 
freedom from government. With the 
exception of the 13th Amendment, 
which prohibits slavery, all other pro- 
visions to the Constitution deal with 
relations between the people and gov- 
ernment, he said. 

“Simple and genius” is the way it 
accomplishes this, said Lee. First, 
the Constitution sets up a separation 
of powers that prevents any judicial 
component from becoming too large. 
Second, the Bill of Rights gives the 
people protection from the govern- 
ment. 

President Benson received an 
award for his service and defense of 
the Constitution. 

Bean said the most irnportant mo- 
ment of the space mission was when 
the American flag was put in moon 
soil. “There is nothing this country 
can’t do,” he said.

Authorities arrest suspected killers 


LA PAZ, Bolivia — Authorities have arrested members of a Marxist group 
that killed two missionaries of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints. 

“In recent days, we apprehended three important members of the group 
Zarate Willka,” Interior Minister Eduardo Perez Beltran told a news confer- 
ence June 29. 

The Armed Liberation Front of Zarate Willka claimed responsibility for the 
killings in La Paz, May 24, of Elders Todd Ray Wilson and Jeffrey Brent Ball, 
both 20-year-old missionaries from Utah. 

Police found a copy of the group’s message to the media on the killings when 
they searched the residence of Felix and Nestor Encinas Laguna, the interior 
minister said. Felix, a student, and his brother Nestor, a member of the 
technical faculty at a local university, were at large. 

Perez Beltran said sociology student Constantino Uujra was arrested. The 
interior minister said the suspect confessed to the attack last August of the 
motorcade of then-U.S. Secretary of State George P. Schultz during a visit to 
Bolivia. Perez Beltran said authorities also arrested the group’s ideologue, 
physician Gabriel Rojaz, and medical student Telma Salazar, identified as 
another group member. : 

Ball and Wilson were gunned down by occupants of a small yellow car as 
they returned to their apartment in downtown La Paz. 


Gorbachev warmly welcomed in Paris 


PARIS — Soviet President Mikhail S. Gorbachev, who seeks a new revolu- 

tion at home, visited the site Tuesday where a mob stormed the Bastille 200 
: years ago in the uprising that swept away the French monarchy. 

He began a three-day visit to France by joining President Francois Mitter 

rand for lunch, a first round of talks and a demonstration of Europe’s new 
_ high-definition television. 

Gorbachev and his wife, Raisa, were greeted by thousands of people at the 
infamous landmark, many shouting, “Gorby! Gorby!” as did crowds on his visit 
to West Germany last month. 

Reporters surrounded the Soviet leader at the steps of the new opera 
building, to be inaugurated next week in the presence of President Bush and 
other Western leaders. 

In their first discussions the two men spoke of East-West relations, Gor- 
bachev’s reforms and conflicts in the Middle East, said Mitterrand spokesman. 


Former party chief blamed for corruption 


BEIJING — Premier Li Peng said Tuesday that China achieved “great 
victories” in quelling pro-democracy protests, and officials blamed ousted 
Communist Party chief Zhao Ziyang for letting corruption get out of hand. 

Fighting corruption was a major demand of the student-led protesters, 
whom Zhao supported. Thus, the government has blamed Zhao not only for 
supporting the movement but also for indirectly creating it by fostering the 
corruption that it attacked. Zhao, a rival of Li, was stripped of all his posts last 
month. 

Also on Tuesday, Americans quietly marked Independence Day at the U.S. 
Embassy, where dissident Fang Lizhi is being protected, while Chinese police 
with automatic weapons patrolled outside the compound. 

Chinese authorities said they were holding a journalist from Taiwan accused 
of harboring one of the student leaders of the pro-democracy movement. 

Two other protest leaders who escaped after the June 3-4 military crack- 
down said in a statement that they had formed an organization to carry on the 
fight for a freer China. 


Solidarity takes 259 seats in Poland 


WARSAW, Poland — Solidarity claimed the spoils of its election victories 
Tuesday, with 259 of its parliament deputies and senators taking seats in the 
National Assembly beside the Communist Party that once suppressed it. 

“There were two great moments in my life — the August 1980 agreements 
and today,” said union chief Lech Walesa, who had a place of honor at the front 
of the parliament, or Sejm, for the opening session. Sitting opposite him was 
communist leader Gen. Wojciech Jaruzelski. 

Jaruzelski banned Solidarity in 1981 and held Walesa and thousands of other 
Solidarity activists, including many of the new senators and deputies, prisoner 
for 11 months. 

In the 460-member Sejm, 161 Solidarity members joined 299 communist 
coalition members in taking a revised oath of office that no longer contains a 
reference to Poland’s “socialist development.” 





In the Senate, which was freely elected in parliamentary voting J une’4’and 


June 18, Solidarity senators claimed 98 of 100 seats.

WASHINGTON — Doctors and lawyers, role models with “a special kind of 
status,” should impose strict anti-drug standards on their elite professions, 
said William J. Bennett, the federal coordinator of drug-control policy. 

“Tf you’re serious about this thing, you don’t just go battering down doors in 
the inner cities,” Bennett said in an interview. “To those who have been given 
much, much is expected.” He said, “These are people who make a lot of money, 
who exercise a lot of influence in society. They’re role models, doctors and 
lawyers; they have a special kind of status. One stands for health, one stands 
for lawfulness.” 

Bennett, who has met in the past with heads of sports organizations and 
with Hollywood leaders, said he spoke recently with American Bar Associa- 
tion President Robert Raven and the American Medical Association’s chief

participating in abortions, has placed tremendous pressure on the 


states. 


The Universe applauds this decision. We feel many issues appearing 
before the court belong at home in the states’ courts and legislatures. 

The United States is a large nation. The feelings and attitudes 
toward political events and issues between New York and California 
vary as widely as the issues themselves: What may be ideal in Utah is 
not a certain thing in the Carolinas. That the states may have more say 
in such personal issues does, however, begin to approach the ideal. 


Our country was founded with 


states’ rights in mind. The original 


states were to be more independent than dependent on a central form 
of government. Hopefully, the Webster decision reflects a new trend 
turning back to the way it was meant to be.

Reading your June 15 issue of The 
Universe, I was pleased to see the 
article about the arbitration board. 
Many students miss the boat on that 
opportunity to be heard when they 
suffer problems with their apart- 
ments. fk 

Last February I was flooded out of 
my basement bedroom at Campus 
Villa due to faults in the building it- 
self. The landlord should have done 
something about it immediately. Not 


only did my roommate and I have no 
place to sleep, but most of my papers, 
texts, and records, etc. were ruined 
by water and mildew. 

After trying to get action from our 
manager (which was slow in coming), 
my fiance suggested trying Off-Cam- 
pus Housing for help. A week had 
passed at this time and we were sleep- 
ing on the floors and couch. 

One call to BYU and action finally 
started. 

I was forced again to turn to BYU 
when my security deposit refund did 
not come after I moved out in April. 
According to BYU-approved con- 
tracts, landlords must refund you 
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within 30 days of moving or 15 days 
after notification of your forwarding 
address has been given them — 
whichever is later. 

That did not happen for any of us. 
In my case, the landlord finally 
avoided legal action (arbitration) by 
paying the deposit almost immedi- 
ately.

HEBER CITY — The body of a 
mentally handicapped man reported 
missing in the mountains near Kamas 
on June 16 was found by fishermen 
about three miles from the camp 
where he was last seen, authorities 


The body of Joe Olson, 44, Heber 


City, was discovered Monday north- 
east of Camp Rogers along the Provo 
River, where he had been on an out- 
ing with a group of handicapped 
adults from Ogden. 

Wasatch County Sheriff Edd 
Thacker said the condition of the body 
indicated the victim had been dead 
several weeks and possibly died the 
first night he was lost. The Utah Med- 
ical Examiner’s office will conduct an 
autopsy. 

Thacker said he plans to return to 
the area to try to learn why searchers 
were unable to find the missing man. 

“I’m curious to see how close we

were, if we were in the area, and how 
close the dogs were,” he said. 

The sheriff said the body was found 
in a wooded area next to a steep, 30- 
foot river bank. No foul play is sus- 
pected. “I think he just laid down and 
died,” Thacker said. 

The group Olson was with spent 
three days at Camp Rogers. He was 
reported missing the morning the 
group was preparing to return to Og- 
den. — 

Thacker said after law enforcement 
officials were called, some 25 to 40 
people searched the area at any given.

problem has to come from the family, 
from the school, and from the 
church.” 

Linkletter cited a poll that was 
taken in 1946 and then again in 1986. 
Educators were asked to cite the 
biggest school problems. In 1946 the 
biggest school problems were “talk- 
ing, gum chewing, running in the 
halls, noise, littering and in some 
places not wearing the correct uni- 
form,” he said. 

He said the 1986 poll revealed rape, 
robbery, assault, arson, bombing, 
suicide, drug abuse, gang warfare, 
pregnancy and venereal disease as 
the biggest school problems.

the Provo River below Deer Creek Reservoir at a 
minimum of 100 cubic feet per second once the 
Jordanelle Dam is completed. 

Frandsen said water flow would not be com- 
pletely shut off in the Provo River while Jordanelle 
Reservoir is being filled. He also said water from 
Strawberry Reservoir would be diverted into Utah 
Lake to replace water taken from the Provo River 
to fill the Jordanelle Reservoir. 

Utah County Commissioner Brent Morris, who 
gave an overview of the CUP at the symposium, 
said there needs to be more public awareness of the 
issues surrounding the Jordanelle Dam project. 

Water from the Jordanelle Reservoir will be de- 
livered to Salt Lake County through the Provo 
River and the Jordan Aqueduct. 

Rushforth said he does not believe there is 
enough water in the CUP to fill the Jordanelle 
Reservoir. “The BOR intends to fill the Jordanelle 
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Reservoir by cutting water flows in winter.” He 
said the reservoir will adversely affect down-
